Graduate  School  Regulations 

1.  Twelve  semester  hours  shall  be  maximum  load  for  students  devoting  the  full 
summer  to  graduate  study.  Only  six  semester  hours  may  be  registered  for  during 
one  term  of  the  summer  session. 

2.  After  a  graduate  student  has  completed  his  registration,  it  cannot  be  changed 
without  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Graduate  School.  The  adjustment  will 
originate  in  the  office  of  the  Director,  and  the  change-of-course  must  have  the 
approval  of  the  student's  adviser  and  the  Director. 

ADDING  — No  first  term  course  may  be  added  after  June  11. 

No    second    term    course    may    be    added    after   July    17. 

DROPPING  — No  first  term  course  may  be  dropped  after  June  18. 

No  second  term  course  may  be  dropped  after  July  24. 

3.  Failure  to  give  official  notice  of  complete  withdrawal  from  Graduate  School  in 
writing  will  result  in  a  grade  of  "F"  in  each  course  for  which  the  student  was 
registered.  Address  your  notice  of  withdrawal  to  the  Director.

Maintenance  Fee  — 6  semester  hours  or  more,  $45.00 

Maintenance  Fee  — 6  semester  hours  or  less,  $7.50  per  semester  hour 

Non-resident  tuition  — 6  semester  hours  or  more,  $30.00 

Non-resident  tuition  — 6  semester  hours  or  less,  $5.00  per  semester  hour 

NOTE:  Those  who  advise  the  registrar  of  their  intentions  to  register  for  the  Summer  Session 
will  have  their  registration  material  ready  for  them  when  they  arrive  on  the  campus. 
Otherwise  they  will  be  delayed  while  the  IBM  office  prepares  their  registration 
material.
